Forecasting the Winter. 


It seems as if prophecies ^regarding the coming winter Iwvc 


not been <is numerous as such forecasts usually are al this lime 
of the year., Ordinarily by the time the leaves begin to fall and 
Ihe Corn husks to open numberless prophcls come lo the front 
witli predictions of what the weather is to be during the win- 
ter, all based on signs that'haye "never been known to fail." 


This fall such predictions have not been so plentiful, or 


they have escaped Ihe notice of this paper. 
But a Brookflckl, 


Mass., prophet has been heard from. Mis name is Charles il. 
Steele and he is 87'years old, and he ioliiesTorward with Ihe 
claim that his 'weather prdgnostica lions 'during the last 50 years 
have seldom failed. Mr. Steele in his.present forecast ignores 
the temperature and the winds, and does not eveii inform us as 
Ixrlipw. much snow we may expect, excepl will) reference to 
the'number of storms. .'This he places at 34, reckoning as a 
storm any fall of snow that will enable him lo (rack a black cal 
from his woodshed lo his kitchen door. 'How far lh;U distance 
is, or Whether the tracking of any but a black cat would do, is 
not stated. \Ve are sjmply informed.Ilia 14 he re will be 34 
snow storms in the coxirse of Ihe winter;' some of them pre- 
sumably light, if we may judge from Ihe cat (racking provision. 


This is good so far as it goes, but those who sit at the/eel 


of the weatherwise desire more. They- would like to. know 
howthe ternr>erniure is lo run, something about the amount of 
snow to be expected and what will be the force and prevailing 
direction of the winds. 
In a New England winter there are 


many elements that are not summed up in the ability to track 
,'a black cat from the woodshed lo the kitchen door. 'However, 
it is not yet too laic, and il is probable that other ptophels will 
yet be heard from. They need not hold back from fear of a 
lack of attention. .• The public is waiting to be told, if nol 
shown, and a respectful hearing is in slore for all capable of 
mapping out the weather program for the next four months. 


Weather predictions are one of llic entertaining features of 


life in New England, where the changes are frcqueiil enough to 
tax the capacity of Hie most skillful forecaster. 
And while 


most of us have heard Ihem over and over again, Iherc is 
something pleasant and entertaining in (he predictions thai 
are so often heard at Ihe approach of winter. The" thickness' 
of corn husks and the fur on animals, whether the foliage 
dropped earlier or later, whether the lirst snow has come and 
gone, Ihe'flight of.wild geese—these and many other things 
are drawn upon by those who have "never failed,in 50'years" 
in framing their programs for Ihe winter, and the predictions 
are respected almost as much as those of the Old FarmeVs 
Almanac, and perhaps with as much justification.; 


But of course no one can lell in advance,'mhal Ihe winter is 


to be, except in a general way. In this part of the country it is 
always safe lo forecast some show, some high winds and some 


: stingiiigicoldi In a majority of cases it is safe lo predict a hard 
winter, without giving'any particular reasons therefor, but 
there are more 'thrills in the outgivings of the corn husk and 
goosebqhe men, who will always find a cordial welcome in the 
corner grocery or the columns of Ihe local paper at the lime 
of yertr when "The frost is on the pumpkin and the corn is in 
'the shook;*' or \vords to'.lhat effect. '

YOU!DO. It belongs to the public. 


HoW is that? I thought it wa» a corporation. 


:' So.it Is. For that is the only.form such an institution can lake in 


order to hold property, receive legaciM/and administer funds lor 
the benefit of the public,

Yes, but who controls the corporation? 


PUBLIC OPINION. Tho trustees of Portsmouth Hospital must 
perform the duties and obligations vihicti" tho law governing such 
trusts imposes upon them. They act as your representatives. 
They aro the custodians of the hospital and its invested funds, 
which thoy hold in trust for tho benefit of all the people. 


But who has the final say in the management of the 
.; i,-i, hospital? 


YOU DO. Any citizen, under tho law, can hove the trustees re; 
moved if they aro derelict in their duties to tho people of ttio\ 


1 community. In a shareholding commercial corporation, tho per-

Tees from pay patients and part pay patients moot about half of .„ 
tho running expenses. Tho other half is made up of income from 
invested funds, the receipts of the annual tag.da/anct gifts from 
a comparatively small group who have always made up the annual 
deficit.

That it novor has sustained an actual deficit proves 
tiio efficiency of its administration. This high record of careful 
management and the fact that friends, by gifts and bequests, have 
provided in 30 /ears an endowment of $130,000 for the present' 
hospital, gives ample assurance that tho Increased number of 
friends of the new hospitaf will more than double the present en- , 
dowment in the next thirty years..
